Downing said evidence ac- 
cunulated over the past it' 
years “indicates that th§t. 
Warren Commission unforS 
tunately may have made no 
real effort to get to the toot- 
tpm -Of the Jailing. 

“Evidence which has come 
vividly and dramatically to 
light in recent months was 
withheld* from the commis- 
sion,” Downing said. “Some 
of it has bpen revpMed: by 
committees and subcommit- 
tees of this House' Tt^ppihts 
to‘ a cover-up. The Shimis- 
sioh ' deserved bett&^ than
